times by Artz, who grasped the stick 
of stove wood with which she was 
armed and turned the weapon upon 
the old lady herself. Mrs. Stothart 
said: 


"He did not try to shoot me but 


struck me several times about 
the 


head, face and bands. My right hand 
is the most 'painful, but otherwise, I 
do not think I. am hurt. After I got 
in the house, I do not think that more 
than a minute elapsed until I heard 
the report of the shot gun, which tola 
me that the murderer had shot him- 
sslf. It seemed almost instantly after 
I got in the house. I saw him walk 
back through the yard, and the report

existence, that the murderer showed 
plainly that he .had premeditated the 
deed. A thin piece of wood about two 
feet and a half,long had been fash- 
ioned by him, .probably during the 
morning, which he used to aid him 
in making -snre "his terrible 
work. 


About an inch from the end there was 
a protuberance, the - wood on either

tween these had been cut away and 
also back of the second. The first 
protuherance caught one trigger of 
the shot gun, the second, the other. 
Holding the gun against his left side, 
grasped-an-his Mt,, hand,,.he took the 
stick, shaped for .the purpose, in his 
right hand, and w ith it he pulled both 
triggers, sending at once the con- 
tents of both barrels into his 
body. 


His heart was literally 
blown to

SECOND WOUND LOCATED. 


At the home of Mr. Hunt, it de- 


veloped that the second bullet'had not 
gone wild, as the Stothart women had 
thought, but had passed through the 
vitals of Zach Hunt. At the sugges- 
tion of the 
Adyocate reporter, 
Dr. 


Ashbrook made an examination and 
found that this bullet had entered the 
back, and 
came out 
through 
the 


stomach, 
penetrating the 
abdomen, 


and other vital spots. This wound 


was, 
of itself, necessarily fatal, and 


only the remarkable vitality of 
the 


wounded man, made it possible for 
him to survive as long as he did. 


Coroner Legge will also hold an in- 


quest on the death of Mr. Hunt. 


MRS. 
HUNT'S STATEMENT. 


Mrs. 
Hunt told the following story 


of the murder of her husband: 


"My daughter and I saw Artz run- 


ning Miss Naomi Stothart 
with 
a 


pistol, and then saw the ensuing 
struggle between hi mand the women. 
We also heard the latter's 
screams 


and immediately started over to "the 
house to assist them in their fight for 
their life. 
My husband was walking 


down the railroad track and we called 
to him. He looked around and im- 
mediately came running to the scene. 
He grappled with Artz who fired 
twice at him. We saw the second shot 
take effect, but thought the first one 
went wild, and it was not until the. 
last examination was made after Mr. 
Hunt was brought home, and the bul- 
let wound through the body was dis- 
covered, that we knew 
the 
second 


shot had taken effect. Mr. Hunt was 
conscious only a short time after be- 
ing taken to the home of Mr. Green." 


THE WEAPON USED. 


The gun with 
which 
Artz 
shot 


Hunt was a 32-calibre, Harrington & 
Richardson make, self-acting revolver, 
which was found about ten feet from 
the dead body of the owner by Mr. 
Kugene Condit, a brother-in-law of 
the Misses Stothart. 
When found it 


had all five chambers loaded, so that 
Artz after shooting Hunt must have 
drawn the discharged shells and re- 
placed them with loaded ones. The 
pistol was turned over to Coroner 
Legge. The shot gun, with which 
Artz killed himself, was a double bar- 


riv« upon tho facenc. About fifteen 
minutes laU-r. Sheriff Anderison and 
his posfce arrived, and as was stated 
Coroner Logge got there at 0:lo. 


Considering the "prevailing excite- 


ment at the sending station, the wild 
rumors that were 
current at 
the 


time, and the naturally unsatisfactory 
manner .of getting an important news 
story by telephone, the approximate-

SUN'S REPULSIVE FORCE 


New Astronomical Discovery 


Discussed by Scientists.

Democrat. Since the lime of Sir Isaa 
Newton, about two cenniries ajio. as 
trononier.-! have explained Dearly all as 
tronomicai observations liy the law u 
universal gravitation. This j;reat lav 
of nature accounts for tlie figure of tin. 
eurth and planets nnil ilio uioticns of 
the planets aud comets around the sun 
and it also accounts for thc motions o 
the double stars, of whi'h many thou 
sand are now known. 


Keceut physicists have proved thai 


light exerts a slight repulsive force 
and consequently all the planets anc 
comets are repelled from the sun as 
well as attracted by-it. Kven a candle 
repels all bodies a little, but of course 
its effect is too small to utlinit of meas- 
urement. The asthophysicists recently 
in session discussed tliese new discov- 
eries and kindred questions relating to 
the iiebukjc and new stars. 


Professor T. J. J. See of the navy has 


an elaborate paper on this live topic in 
Popular Astronomy for l>er-ember. ant 
this latest contribution came in for a 
share of comment -1'rofessor See in 
commenting on all these recent discov- 
eries shows that very small bodies are 
most repelled by light, while the ef- 
fect on larger bodies is hardly sensi- 
ble. 
If the particles repelled have a 


diameter equal to one one-thousandth 
that of a grain of sand the repulsion 
from the sun is equal to the attraction 
of gravity, and if the bodies are still 
smaller, the effect is even greater. This 
accounts for the tails of comets, tlu 
zodiacal light and other celestial phe- 
nomena. 


The tails of comets have long been 


known to point from the sun, and this 
is now accounted for. by the repulsion 
acting on the small particles which 
compose these airy iSbilies. 


Most distinguished scientists write 


on-this new subject'with caution, but 
none of them doubt its vast signifl- 
cance for futArfe discovery. 
Profess9r 


See says: "In conclusion we should re- 
member that gravitation condenses the 
matter forming the stars from a state 
of infinite diffusion and chaos. 
This 


condensation produces-lieat and light 
and the radiation of electrons, anil the 
waves of light Tind electric forces em- 
anating from such centers repel all 
master of .1 certain fineness or of a cer- 
tain chemical constitution so powerful- 
ly as to diffuse it again to the bounds 
of the universe. 


"There is thus in nature a partial 


counteraction of the^ condensing and 
aggregating 
tendency 
of 
universal 


gravitation. 
Some of the matter is 


again spread over the universe by the 
indirect effects of the same agency 
which caused tne condensation. How 
far this process of redistribution goes 
and what proportion of all the matter 
now falling into the stars for the main- 
tenance" of their radiation is thus ef- 
fected cannot at present be deter- 
mined, but probably ouly a small frac- 
tion of all the matter drawn in is ever 
expelled, so that condensation contin- 
ues, with slightly retarded rate. 


It is interesting to notice, however, 


that if this expulsion of matter should 
by any possibility of future discovery 
prove to be equal to that drawn in by 
the attractive force of gravitation it 
would be conceivable for the universe 
in its present state to last forever, a 
thing heretofore considered impossible.
